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FAST MAIL TRAN 
WILL BEKEPT ON 


Postoffice Committee of House 
Agrees on Appropriation 


There Was Some Opposition to the 
Continuance of the Fast Mail 
_ Train, But Its Sup- 
porters Won 
Out. 


Washington, March 9.—An appropria- 
tion bill Carrying $191,358,848 for the 
postal service was finally agreed upon 
yesterday by the house committee on 
Postoffices and post roads; and will be 
reported to the house in about ten | 
days. 

Two important Jaw provisions are car- | 
ried in the measure, one forbidding the | 
sovernment’s franking anything through 
the mails which an individual can not | 
mail at regular postage rates and the 
Other prevents committees, organizations 
Or associations of citizens from enjoy- 
ing the franking priviege. 

The only item in the bill upon "which 
the committee was not a unit was the 
Subsidy of $167,000 for the. contin- 
wance of the fast mail: train on the 
Southern railway from Washington to 
New Orleans, leaving Washington at 8 
@. m. daily. This is the only direct sub- 
sidy paid to any railway company for 
fast mai] service, but its supporters, in- 
cluding Chairman Overstreet, urged that 
by a concentration of mails in other 
Sections railways are really subsidized 
and contended that lack of competing 
lines in the ase of the Southern rail- 
Way made such a concentration impos- 
gible and renders direct subsidy neces- 
eary.

In the Hands of the States. 


After expiaining the action of the first | 


congress which’ placed the regulation. o° 
pilots in the hands of. the states, Mr. 
Brantley said: 

“From the time of the first congress 
until the time of the fifty-ninth con- 
gress, now in session, this has been the 
law. In the very beginning of our gov- 
ernment, in the wisdom of its founders, 


it was deemed wise and best, owing to 
the different ports of the country, to 
leave each state free to enact such, pi- 


, 0 
brief reference fo his speech being va ioe 


lotage laws as it might deem best suited 


to build up and maintain 
its Own commerce. It was realized that 
if congress undertook to provide a uni- 
form pilotage system for all the states, 
such a system, while it might be wise 
and helpful in one state, would be most 
injurious to another, and that under the 
operation of a uniform rule, the ports 
of one state would flourish, while the 
ports of another would suffer, and that 
and in this way the operation of a unl- 
form rule would result in congress di- 
rectly discriminating in favor of one 
State as against another, contrary to the 
fundamental principle upon which the 
government was founded. 

“We now have presented the proposi- 
tion that this free choice of policy, so 
long exercised by all the states, shall 
be denied to such of the states as have 
not seen proper, or ‘thave not been able, 
to follow the policy adopted by other 
States. It is a discrimination of the 
rankest sort and of the most fundamental 
character. for it is a discrimination 
against sovereign states. It denies to 
certain states the free choice of policy 
that the other states have enjoyed. It 
requires, by compulsion, certain states 
to do away with compulsory pilotage on 
coast-wise sailing vessels and it does 
this utterly without inquiry into and 
without regard to the question as to 
whether or not these states so discrimi- 
nated against would be able thereafter 
to maintain a pilotage system at all,’ 

Trying to Save Fees. 

The real incentive to those advocating 
this bill is. Mr. Brantley believes, sim- 
ply the saving of pilotage fees. In sup 
port of this, he quotes certain calculations 
made by supporters of the bill to show 
that their chief, and indeed only, con- 
sideration is greater profils to ship own- 
ers, nat &t all’the saving of, expefise to 
shippers.

During the recess hour of the DeKalb 
f»petior court yesterday Rev. Dr. G. A. 
Nunnally, candidate for governor, ad- 
dressed a large gathering of voters in 
the court house at Decatur.

Ensign Wid- 
gery says that all three of the Atlantans 
were in Meridian during the recent tor- 
nado and that some of the scenes follow. 
ing the terrible wreck of the storm were 
tragic in the extreme. While not di- 
rectly in the path of the tornado the 
Atlanta party was just off from the track 
in which so much loss of life and prop- 
erty occurred, 

The storm was sudden, and, according 
to Ensign Widgery, the great marvel] of 
the catastrophe that many more 
were not killed and injured. Imme- 
diately; Major Berriman, who is the com-
